The AFLCIO American News- 
paper Guild has asked the De- 
partment of Justice to reopen its 
investigation into allegations 
that the Hearst and Scripps- 
Howard newspaper interests are 
illegally dividing newspaper 
markets, an investigation origi- 
nally taken up a year ago when 
the Hearst-owned International 
News Service was sold to the 
Scripps-Howard United Press. 

San Francisco and Pittsburgh 
were mentioned at the time as 
possible locations of more deals, 
which the Guild then pointed 
out would be in restraint of 
trade and a violation of anti- 
trust laws. The Department of 
Justice in June of 1958 said it 
found no proofs of this. 

But now that in San Francisco 
the Scripps-Howard News and 
the Hearst Call-Bulletin have 
been united under the ownership 
of a corporation jointly owned 
by Hearst and Scripps-Howard 
the Guild is again asking.

Pabco-Fluor pact 
strange document, 
CLC meeting told 


The Central Labor Council 
Monday night heard portions of 
the building tradesmen’s con- 
tract with the Fluor Mainte- 
nance Company, read aloud by 
Secretary Robert S. Ash as he 
made his weekly report to the 
council. 

The Fluor Company has taken 
over the work at the Pabco plant 
in Emeryville done for years by 
members of Steel 
1304. Local 1304 has maintained 
a picket line at the plant since 
August 1, contending, with the 
backing of the Central Labor 
Council, that Local 1304’s ¢on= 


in effect. Building tradesmen 
have been passing the picket 
line, declaring that their inter- 
national unions have a contract 
with the Fluor Company and 
have a right to the jobs in any 
plant where the Fluor Company 
has been assigned the mainte- 
nance work. 

Ash called attention to the 
date of the building tradesmen’s 
contract with Fluor: August 1, 
1959. 

“Please note the date care- 
fully,” said Ash. 

The CLC secretary also called 
the attention of the delegates to 
two of the signatures of presi- 
dents of international unions at- 
tached to the document. 

One signature was that of the 
late Robert Byron, who died on 
May 30 in Chicago while general 
president of the Sheet Metal 
Workers International Union. 
Edward Carlough held the office 
of general president during the 
two months intervening between 
Byron’s death and the August 1 
date of the document carrying 


Byron’s signature, and still holds | 


the office. 

Another signature of an in- 
ternational president to the 
document to which Ash called 
special attention was that of 
Dave Beck as general president 
of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters. Beck was 
ousted as president of that or- 
ganization long ago, and the of- 


ust 1, 1959, was held by James R. 
Hoffa.

MOST OF US take our fire 
departments for granted. We 
support them with our taxes and 
in return we expect prompt and 
efficient service, which we usu- 
ally get. A surprisingly large per- 
centage of fires in urban areag 
are suppressed before they do 
much damage, or even rate a 
newspaper story. 

We have modern fire-houses 
and splendid equipment — and 
firemen. 

In spite of all this, fire-fight- 
ing is still a hazardous occupa- 
tion. 

Look at the figures. In 1958, 
for instance, in all occupations, 
three men out of one hundred 
were injured. Among fire-fight- 
ers, twenty out of one hundred 
were injured. Accidental deaths 
were in a similar proportion, 
some 70% more falling to the lot 
of firemen than to other work- 
ers. 

Nor is accidental death the 
only hazard. Heart disease and 
high blood pressure, are “fire- 
men’s diseases.” Conditions of 
their work often put an extra- 
ordinary strain upon the con- 
stitutions of even yeung and 
strong men. Exposure te smoke, 
poisonous gases and the shock 
of explosions all contribute to 
these disabilities. 


Not only do more firemen die 
from heart disease, but they do 
so at earlier ages than is com- 
mon with the rest of the popu- 
lation. 


This fact has become so well 
known that the State of Massa- 
chusetts, for instance, ten years 
ago enacted a pension law ap- 
plying specifically to firemen. 

The law states that if a man 

has no hypertension or heart? 
trouble when he passes the ex- 
amination to become a fireman, | 
and if he later develops it, i 
“shall be presumed to havé been | 
Suffered in line of duty.” And } 
of course, compensated for ac- 
cordingly. j 

Firemen now have a union. 
This union, long opposed in 
many quarters, functions much 
as any other union does. It is 
interested in getting better pay, [ 
better working conditions, and } 
the passage of better laws for 
the benefit of these brave ang 
self-sacrificing men. . 

The next time a fire truck | 
passes your house, don’t just | 
take it for granted. Ask yourself 
if these good friends-in-need | 
are properly taken care of by 
your community. }

work at Pabco,” Ash summarized. 
He also read a clause in a 
letter from Fluor to Pabco which 
indicated that fewer men than 
the number specified in their 
discussion were to be put to work 
at first, to see if:more work 
couldn’t be got out of fewer men, 


as Ash interpreted it. 

Ash added that he had seen in 
the Tribune quotations from a 
statement. issued by J. L. Chil- 
ders, business representative of 
the Building Trades Council, on 
behalf of the BTC, and that if 
these quotations had been cor- 
rectly quoted by the Tribune, 
they contained some misstate- 
ments. 

One of these misstatements, he 
Said, was that the building 
tradesmen had been given no 
opportunity to appear before the 
CLC executive committee and 
protest the granting of sanction 
to a picket line by Local 1304 
at the Pabco plant. 

The other misstatement was, 
Said Ash, that he, Ash, had been. 
wrong in saying that building 
tradesmen had said they would 
not cross the picket line. 

Arthur Hellender, assistant 
Secretary of the Central Labor 
Council, just returned from va- 
cation, told the delegates that 
he was present by invitation at 
a gathering of building trades 
leaders at which the statement 
was made that they would not 
cross the picket line. 

Dick Groulx, another assistant 
Secretary, then gave the dele- 
gates an outline of the events on 
the picket line which have led to 
various court actions. 

Paul L. Jones, Laborers 304, 
commenting on the reports by 
Ash and Groulx, said that he 
wished to see the controversy 
settled by the discussion between 
committees of the CLC and BTC 
which the CLC has suggested, 
and that he felt nothing was 
gained by statements from the 
CLC staff which in his opinion 
added fuel to the flame.

construction work costing one | have a long history of respecting 


and one-half million dollars 
with members of the Steelwork- 
ers Union. The Building Trades 
Council objected to the Steel- 
workers and to the management. 
We finally placed two pickets 
at the plant gates with placards. 
The Steelworkers went through 
our picket line, roughed up our 
pickets, tore up our placards. 
We were finally forced to with- 
draw our pickets under threat 
of an NLRB injunction by the 
Regional Director of the NLRB. 
Protests were made through 
AFLCIO channels to President 
Meany, both before and after 
the consummation of the Miami 
agreement. President Meany re- 
ports no action is possible on 
our protest because of the re- 
fusal of the Steelworkers at the 
International level to agree to 
abide by the Miami agreement, 

In view of these events and | 
‘many others not detailed here 
because of an attempt at brev- 
ity, the Building Trades Coun- 
cil and Unions affiliated. with 
the Building Trades Council 
have no other recourse than to 
protect the job opportunities of 
our members by furnishing men 
to contractors who have con- 
tracts to do work within our 
craft jurisdictions. 

The contract with Fluor was 
signed by the International 
Presidents of the Building 
Trades. We have all received in- 
structions to abide by its terms. 
We have made attempts locally 
both now and in the past to 
negotiate with the Steelworkers 
and to implement the Miami 
agreement. These have failed. 
All of us detest the idea of go- 
ing through any picket line, but 
we cannot let the Steelworkers 
use a picket line to prevent our 
members from working for one 
of our contractors doing work 
which is rightfully and legally 
theirs historically and by con- 
tract. 


agreements among themselves. 
We cannot understand nor con- 
done the abrogation of agree- 
ments with those outside the 
Building Trades any more than 
we would among our own group. 

The abrogation by the Steel- 
workers of the Miami agree-

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Harvester strike 
highlights year 
of UAW Local 76 


Contract changes providing 
wage increases for many of its 
members was the big news in the 
labor year for the members of 
Auto Workers Local 76, accord- 
ing to Financial Secretary-Bus- 
iness Agent Romildo Caruso. 
Other contracts expire early in 
September, and at least one of 
the changes came about as a 
result of a long strike. 


The strike was at Internation- 
al Harvester and lasted over two 
months, from November 13, 1958 
to January 20, 1959. The settle- 
ment provided for a six cent 
hourly wage increase and a few 
minor contract changes. As a 
result of the escalator clause, 
Autolite workers, whose contract 
expires in October 1961, got a 
six cent increase also. Chrysler 
workers received a similar in- 
crease on September first, as did 
the Laher Spring and Tire work- 
ers on July first. 


Local 76 members working for 
Bethlehem Spring got a 14%¢ 
hourly wage boost effective as 
of last July first. Kaiser Aircraft 
workers got a five percent in- 
crease last December first and 
will get an additional three per- 
cent the same date this year. 

Elected to the presidency of 
the 890-man local is Ray An- 
drada. The vice president is Eu- 
gene Frazier, and Al Logan 
Serves as recording secretary. 
Romildo Caruso is financial sec- 
retary-business agent; Martin 
Francis sergeant-at-arms, and 
Leddie Glover the guide.

San Jose strike 
first in 58 years 
for Mailers 18 


The first dispute stoppage in 
fifty-eight years hit Mailers Lo- 
cal 18 this year with the trouble 
at the San Jose Mercury and 
News. Founded in 1901, the lo- 
cal had gone well over half a 
century without difficulties 
when the strike of pressmen, 
sterotypers, and guild membeys 
caused the lockout of the mail- 
ers. 

Locked out of their jobs for 
18 weeks, from Valentine’s Day 
to June 22, the 31 employees in 
the mailroom of the San Jose 
papers collected over seven 
thousand dollars in lockout 
benefits from the International

The new con- 
tract runs until February 28, 
1960. 

Effective August 1, the Mail- 
ers were able to organize the 
Burlingame Advance Star and 
Green Sheet for the first time, 
according to Horace Stafford, 
secretary-treasurer of the local. 

There are two living charter 
meinbers of the 58-year-old un- 
ion: Charies Pirie, retired mail- 
room foreman of the Chronicle 
and Harrison Littell, who held 
a similar position with the Ex- 
aminer. Littell’s son Richard 
now has filled his father’s posi- 
tion with the Examiner. An- 
other “old-timer” was honored 
at Local 18’s June meeting, when 
Henry Kieth of Lafayette was 
presented a 40-year pin. 

In the May elections, chosen 
as new president of the Mailers 
was Robert L. Ryan.

Extensive changes in some of 
its forty-four different con- 
tracts highlighted the labor year 
for the members of Paint Mak- 
ers 1101. Eighteen of these con- 
tracts are negotiated with the 
United Employers, Incorporated, 
and the rest are independent. 

‘Among the benefits received 
in the contracts are shift pre- 
miums of ten cents for swing 
and fifteen for graveyard, seven 
paid holidays per year, a new 
seniority clause, a fifteen-min- 
ute break each half-shift, and 
benefits accruing to death 
leave, jury duty, and pension 
plan. 

The local is enjoying good re- 
lationships with all of manage- 
ment, according to Recording 
Secretary Edward Morgan. 
There are no troubles with the 
existing contracts, he reported. 
Currently, however, there is a 
dispute with the San Leandro. 
paint plant of Montgomery 
Ward as to who is the bargain- 
ing agent.

Fifty-seven years of operation 
free from dispute stoppages were 
celebrated by Bookbinders’ and 
Bindery Women’s Local 31-125 
this year by a new contract call- 
ing for wage increases of from 
$2.40 to $5 per week 

The only dispute stoppage in 
the 83-year history of the union 
is responsible for the unusual 
31-125 designation of the Local. 
In 1902, the bindery women were 
organized by the bookbinders’ 
men. For two whole days the 
employers refused to recognize 
the new women’s organization— 
Local 125—and the men of Local 
31 walked out. After forty-eight 
hours, the women were accepted, 
and therein lies the entire 
history of strike troubles for Lo- 
cal 31-125. In 1917 the two un- 
ions merged, forming Local 31- 
125 of today.

Did labor get squeezed 
between two ‘60 rivals? 


Congressman Jeffery Cohelan inserted in the Congressional 
Record for August 24 a piece written by Marquis Childs and 
published in the Washington Post a few days before, in which 
the loud claims of victory by anti-labor Congressman were 
discussed. In addition to many other interesting things, Childs 
wrote: 

“The comment of James R. Hoffa, -target of the most violent 


feeling, should not be overlooked. Hoffa said that with only minor 
changes his union could live with the bill passed by the House. 


“This bears out what Senator Kennedy has been saying about 
the ‘tough’ Landrum-Griffin bill. That is, that it will not substan- 
tially affect the big, powerful labor unions such as the Auto Work- 
ers and the Teamsters. But it penalizes smaller unions, and the task 
of organizing, particularly in the South, will be all but impossible.

Interesting as this observation by Childs is, labor people 
might be inclined to add that since many big Northern concerns 
seek to escape unionism by moving South where the obstacles 
in the way of organizing are great, ‘‘the laurels of victory’ may 
not fade so fast on the brows'of House members who helped 


to pile up still more obstacles in the way of organizing in the 
South. 


Childs in this same article gives space to reporting the 
widespread suspicion that Senator Johnson of Texas made little 
effort to influence the vote of the 21 Texas Democrats in the 
House, as he figured that if a milder bill had gone through the 
House, his rival for the nomination for the Presidency, Senator 
Kennedy, ‘would properly have been identified as the father 
of labor reform.” As it was, despite the efforts of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn of Texas, 17 of the 21 Texas Democrats in the House 
voted for the Landrum-Griffin bill. And Childs asserts that 
“the suspicion is strong in the House that Johnson planned it 
that way.” 


Whatever caused it, we got licked in the House. And the 
greatest puzzle of all is the fact that some labor people think 
it isn't worth while to continue labor's political activity, and, 
specifically, to sell tickets to the COPE picnic. 


Squeaking wheel got greased 


That it’s the squeaking wheel which gets the grease seems 
to be the lesson learned from the collapse of the Un-American 
Activities Committee's scheme for having a lot of fun hunting 
headlines and Commies among the teachers of California. With 
labor, church, some dailies, and civil liberties groups denounc- 
ing the methods of the Un-Ams, the situation was getting 
thick; apparently this caused the Un-Ams to lose their nerve. 


Of course the Un-Ams pretend to hope that the school 
boards and the teachers’ own company union, the California 
Teachers Association, could make just as unpleasant a mess of 
our school system as the skilled Un-Ams themselves could. 
But we suspect this hope is expressed by them merely to cover 
up their embarrassment at having it made so plain that Cali- 
fornians are sophisticated enough to understand the Un-Ams’ 
motives and methods. 


The only tragic thing about the collapse is the Tribune's 
grief.
